Bowling Green, April 16, 1918. 
Whereas, a careful study of the of- 
flolal returns under the vital statls- 

law for 1917. about an average 
year, shows that 67 per cent of all 
sickness and 47 per cent of all dcatlis 
oourring in this State in recent years 
are from communicable and filth dis- 
eases which the health authorities 
and doctors could prevent with the In- 
telligent cooperation of all the people, 
now, therefore: 

Be it known, that tlie state Hoard of 
Health, for the reasons altove set 
forth, and by virtue of authority vest- 
ed in it by law, hereby names and 
sets apart the period beginning on 
Monday, April 21, and ending on Sat- 
urday, April 27, as "Kentucky Clean- 
up Week" and urges every family, 
teacher and other owner or occupier 
of premises to gather and Imrri or re- 
move all refuse from their premises, 
especially in the back yards and cel- 
lars; including the weekly removal 
of manure from horse stable where 
flies are bred; to treat with plenty 
of fresh lime all damp and specially 
soiled spots and then grade them up; 
to whitewash all fences and oiit- 
liouses; to look after the grading and 
tops of wells and claterns and see 
that surface drainage Is kept out : and 
even more importaiit than any of 
thaae things, construct "A Kentucky 
Septic Tank Toilet" for every home, 
school or other building occupied by 
human lielngs not on a line of sew- 
ers. The Hoard calls upon all civic 
and health otncials, physiclons, edi- 
tors, members of women's clubs, 
teaeliers and other leaders of opinion, 
to construct these toilets and make 
the other improveoMmta suggested for 
their homes, and then, with their own 
premises aa models, start this life- 
saving campaign among llieir neigh- 
bors and friends, if these things are 
done promptly and the purpose of It 
is appreciated, It will then be easy 
to kaap thf premlaaa elaaa tha year 
round.
